NEW YORK, July 6.—About 150 
persons w'ere overcome by smoke to­ 
day when a north-bound Jerome Ave­ 
nue express on the east side subw’ay 
caught fire near Lexington avenue 
and Sixty-first. 
Dozens of ambulan­ 
ces were summoned from many ev­ 
ery hospital in the city, and Mayor 
Hylan arrived to direct the rescue 
work. 
The accident occurred about sev- 
entyfive feet underground. The fire 
started in the motorman’s box after 
a fuse Lad blown out. There was a 
flash of flame and the smoke swept 
through the crowded train. 
When the emergency brakes were 
applied and the train came to 
a 
grinding halt, guards threw open the 
doors and passengers made a mad 
scramble to escape. 
Those unable 
to walk were carried from the cars to 
Fifty-fourth street station. Five lad­ 
ders also were dropped through Iron 
gratings at Sixty-first 
and uncons­ 
cious persons lifted to the streeL 
The injured were stretched out 
on the sidewAlks for several blocks. 
Fourteen pulmotors were put in op­ 
eration. 
The 
crow’d 
of spectators 
soon becae so dense that police re­ 
serves had to be 
rushed 
to 
the 
scene. 
Men, women and children filled 
the ten car train. Guards attempted 
to fight the flames with hand 
ex­ 
tinguishers, but failed. 
When 
the 
firemen arrived, however, they soon 
succeeded 
in 
quelling the 
blaze, 
which w a s small. .Many of the fire 
fighters were overcome. 
Relief w'ork soon got under way. 
Bloomingdale’8 department 
store 
at Fifty-ninth street and Lexington 
avenue promptly organized 
a fire

JAPAN’S NEW REGIME. 
Baron Kato’s acceptance of the premier­ 
ship of Japan is a very convenient happen­ 
ing for the administration at Washington. 
Baron Kato, of course, is a champion of the 
treaties adopted at the Washington con­ 
ference, at which he played a very promi­ 
nent part, and he has been fighting for the 
ratification of these 
treaties 
by Japan. 
There was much Japanese opposition to the 
pacts, however, and there is little doubt 
that the Washington 
administration 
has 
felt real anxiety over the outcome of the 
struggle in Japan since, if the opponents 
of the Washington pacts gained the upper 
hand there, the whole work of the confer­ 
ence might be nullified. 
Kato, it is said, has taken the premier­ 
ship on the condition that Japan proceed to 
carry out the agrements, and it is believed 
that the whole 
trend 
of his government 
will be towards a less aggressive Japanese 
foreign policy. He is regarded as the most 
effective antagonist of the Japanese mili­ 
tary group, and though the genuineness of 
his conciliatory 
professions 
has at times 
been questioned, there is no good reason 
for believing that he is other than what he 
pretends to be. 
Those who have never been satisfied that 
the acceptance of the Far Eastern treaties 
would in the long run make for peace in the 
Far East and who have not been deluded by 
the belief that the scrapping of a few rath­ 
er useless battleships constitutes disarma­ 
ment will indulge in no ecstatic predictions 
as the beneficient results of the new politi­ 
cal dispensation in Japan. But at any rate 
the rise of Kato probably saves the Wash­ 
ington conference 
from 
passing immedi­ 
ately into the discard, and that whether or 
not it is a good thing for the world, is cer­ 
tainly a good thing for the Harding admin­ 
istration.

without any man’s leave. It would be 


no less an abridgement to deny men to 
bargain collectively. Governments can­ 
not tolerate any class of grouped domi­ 
nation through force. 
It will be a sorry 
day when group domination is reflected 
in our laws. 
Government, and the laws 
which Government is charged with en­ 
forcing, must be for all the people, 
ever aiming at the common good.” 


ihe United States Railroad Labor Board Has Declared the Strike of Railway Shopmen to 
be in Effect a Strike Against the Authority of the United States Government, and the 
Labor Board Accordingly Adopted the Following Resolution, July 3rd: 


“Whereas the six organizations composing the 
Federated Shop Crafts have notified the Railroad 
Labor Board that a very large majority of the em­ 
ployes which they represent have left the service of the 
carriers, and that the members of said organizations 
are no longer employes of the railways, under the juris­ 
diction of the Railroad Labor Board or subject to the 
application of the transportation act and, 
“Whereas, in the future submission of disputes, in­ 
volving rules, wages and grievances of said classes of 
employes of the carriers, it will be desirable, if not a 
practical necessity; for the employes of each class on 
each carrier to form a sort of association or organiza­ 
tion to function in the representation of said employes 
before the Railroad Labor Board in order that the ef­ 
fectiveness of the transportation act may be maintain­ 
ed ; now, therefore be it 
“Resolved, that it be communicated to the carriers 


and employes remaining and the new employes suc­ 
ceeding those who have left the service to take steps as 
soon as practicable to perfect on each carrier such or­ 
ganization as may be deemed necessary for the pur­ 
poses above mentioned; and be it further 
“Resolved, That, on any carrier where either of the 
above named organizations, by reason of its member­ 
ship severing their connections with the carriers, ceases 
to represent its class of employes procedure similar to 
that above suggested in the case of the shop crafts is 
recommended; and be it further 
“Resolved, That the employes in the service and the 
new ones entering same be accorded the application 
and benefit of the outstanding wage and rule decisions 
of the Railroad Labor Board, until they are amended 
or modified by agreement with said employes, arrived 
at in conformity with the transportation act or by de­ 
cision of this board; and be it further 


“Resolved: 
That if it be assumed that the employes who leave the service of the carrier 
because of their dissatisfaction with any decision of the Labor Board are within their rights 
in so doing it must likewise be conceded that the men who remain in the service and those 
who enter it anew are within their rights in accepting such employment; that they are not 
strikebreakers seeking to impose the arbitrary will of an employer on employes; that they 
have the moral as well as the lega* right to engage in such service of the American public to 
avoid interruption of indispensable railway transportation, and that they are entitled to the 
protection of every department and branch of the government, state and national.” 


President Harding has announced thai the Labor Board has the full backing of the 
government and the full power of the government will be employed to support its 
policies* For these 
reasons, patriotic and law abiding citizens everywhere must

gard the strike as directed at the United States Government and should support 
the declaration of Chairman Hooper of the Labor Board that
